POLE FLIGHT 
AS SUPERB 


Stefaneson, Kim ball,

The history-making achievement 
of the Soviet Union, Which occurred 
when eleven of its scientists and 
airmen landed and began a settle- 
ment at the North Pole Saturday, is 
regarded as a contribution to world 
science by noted American experts 
and explorers. 

Admiral Richard E. Byrd, world- 
famous Arctic and Antartic ex- 
plorer, praised the flight as a “su- 
perb undertaking,” adding that 

“those connected with it deserve the 
congratulations of the world.” 

Other eminent American scien- 
tists called the successful expedi- 
tion a “notable achievement” and 
one of “tremendous significance.” 

The hazardous achievement, 
which was never before accom- 
plished by man, also won unstinted 


Arctic explorer; Dr. James H. Kim- 
ball, senior meteoroligist in charge 
of the New York office of the 
United States Weather Bureau; Dr. 
Willis R. Gregg, chief of the United 
States Weather Bureau, and, Matt 
Henson, Negro assistant of Admiral 
Robert E. Peary who accompanied 
Peary on his North Pole expedition.

SCHMIDT HONORED 

The Socialist country’s trium- 
phant achievement last week was 
headed by Prof. Otto Schmidt, lead- 
ing Soviet Arctic. expert, and a 
group of young. Soviet scientists and 
aviators, the youngest of whom was 
27 years of age 

Five 4 ago Prof. Schmidt 
was elected an honorary member 
of the Explorers’ Club, of which 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson is president. 
The Club permits only 20 honorary 
members and Prof. Schmidt, was 
elected to a place made vacant by 
a former. member.

Pontiac Gives a Cue 

To Other Cities 

Home, sweet home is being mauled about 
these days in an atrocious manner. 

Real estate gamblers are doing this with 
their high rent racket. It is not an unusual 
thing to find that rents have gone up as high 
as 100 per cent in the last few months in 
some places. 

Pontiac’s union auto workers have served 
notice that this. new highwaymanship must 
stop. There will be sitdown strikes in Pon- 
tiac—by tenants this time—unless the land- 
lords of 8,000 properties listen to reason. 
That is the declaration of Local 150 of the 
United Automobile Workers. 

We are glad to see that organized re- 
sistance is being put up to this outrageous 
rent swindle. We recommend similar ac- 
tion to other localities. The people of 
each community can put an end to the 
present unconscionable boosting of rentals, 
if they stand together and work out a sit- 
down program of their own. 

As they carry through their organized 
strike activities, they will find that they have 
to do more than just that. The sitdown is 
a splendid and immediate beginning. It can 
be accomplished by pressure on the Federal 
government: 1. To prosecute profiteers in 
food and clothing as well as in rents; 2. To 
pass the Wagner-Steagall Housing Act, at 
least, as a first start to deal with the hous- 
ing crisis.

Answer Fascism During 
‘Spanish Aid Week’ 

In their frenzied and desperate efforts to 
take Bilbao, the Spanish fascists resorted to 
indiscriminate aerial machine-gunning of 
women in the Basque country and children 


in a French border town. 
The boast of General Franco and of his 


American agent, N. Y. Times correspon- 


dent, William P. Carney, that Bilbao would 
fall “soon,” is being made ridiculous by the 
magnificent defense of the Basque people. 

However, no one can deny that the sit- 
uation in the Basque country is grave; that 
Spain needs even greater aid to ward off the 
increased intervention ofwMussolini and Hit- 
ler. 

To rally that aid in the United States, the
